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CO-OP MEDICINE STEP NEARER 


Board cf Directors Elected 


Greenbelt has moved a step nearer 
towards the adoption of cooperative 
medicine. 

Cn Thursday, January 20, at a meet¬ 
ing held in accordance with a motion 
made the previous week, a Board of Direc¬ 
tors consisting of seven members was 
elected. This Eoard will begin imme¬ 
diately to work out the details of a 
cooperative medical plan suitable to the 
needs of this community. 

The successful candicates arc: Harry 
Eugene Hesse, John Beckham, Leo R. 

Mullen, Arthur Dickerman, Mrs. Kerkus 
Letkeman, Fred L. Wilde, and Ed. Thorn¬ 
hill. 

There were seventeen candidates in 
all, and just before the balloting each 
was given an opportunity to declare him¬ 
self on the issue—a cooperative medical 
service for Greenbelt, The similarity 
cf the candidates' views, all favorable 
to a plan for co-op medicine, was indeed 
noteworthy. 

Voting was by the Ware preferential 
system. . 

Pending the adoption of a plan for 
cooperative medicine the Foard will con¬ 
sider at once the task of bringing tp 
Greenbelt a physician, who may treat 
patients on a fee-for-service basis. 

Mr. Hesse, chairman cf the -temporary 

committee, which had worked jn a cooper¬ 
ative medical plan, reported that on 
.recommendation of the Medical Advisers, 
choice of a doctor had been postponed 
until after the election of the Board 
of Directors. Mr. Hesse further stated 


Federal Authorities Investigating 
Methods of Salesmen 


Questioned by the editor of the Co- 
operator, Mr. Palmer, the sales-manager 
for the National Encyclopedias, admit¬ 
ted that the methods employed in sell¬ 
ing this set of books were being IN¬ 
VESTIGATED BY THE FEDERAL TRADE COM¬ 
MISSION, Mr, Palmer also admitted that 
the salesmen had not received any per¬ 
mission to solicit sales in Greenbelt. 

More light on this subject is shed 
by an important magazine article ex¬ 
posing salesmen’s methods as a fraud. 

Excerpts from this article appear in 
the following letter: 

Editor, G r eenbelt Cooperatcr: 

The National Encyclopedia sales cam¬ 
paign now being worked at Greenbelt has 
already been exposed on the ’'acifie 
Coast. Thanks to the kindness of Mr. 

Oscar Anderson I am able to refpr you 
to the autumn, 1937, issue of the Coast 
magazine called "Answers, Frauds Ex¬ 
posed" in which appears an article from 
which the following selection is taken: 

"Book agents of the National Encyclo¬ 
pedia, published by Collier’s, are re¬ 
sorting to cld tricks unworthy of repre¬ 
sentatives of the Crowell Publishing Co., 
owners of Collier's, the American Magazine,

br&ry to learn wh&t the American Li¬ 
brary Association bulletin had to say 
on the National Encyclopedia ••• The 
desired information appeared in the Jan¬ 
uary, 1933, number. It appears the Na¬ 
tional was published in 1932 (the sales¬ 
man said about a year ago) and sells 
regularly for $68 in the Er.st, So the 
$140 wos just sales hooey. Said the 
bulletin among other things: 

"The list of department editors and 
contributors includes distinguished 
names, but the National cannot be com¬ 
pared, of. course, in size and fullness 
of treatment with the Britannica, the 
Americana, and the New International• 

When one considers the greater volume 
of information in the larger encyclope¬ 
dias, one realizes that $68 is a high 
price for these volumes." 

And remember that was in 1933, Dump¬ 
ing those books on the market today for 
$68 comes to what, pray tell? The ed¬ 
itor has been dead several years, and 
no substantial revising has been done. 

As for the•salesmen*s methods, they are 
deplorable; entirely misleading. The 
books never have brought the higher 
prices they mention, and they arc offer¬ 
ing no bargains. People who buy the 
National are surely paying a high price 
for a second-grade product. 

An ndded word though, if I may, n- 
bout house.to house selling in general. 
Here are some facts to note: First, 
positively proved is the feet that this 
is th^- most costly method of selling 
generally practiced. Profits must be 
figured on a mark-up of several hundred 
per cent over cost. Second, the sales¬ 
men have no incentive for considering 
your best interests; they probably won’t 
sec you again. Third, note how those 

salesmen use all their powers to keep 
you under their influence until they 
have your signature on an ironclad 
agreement. They discourage you, even 
with rudeness, from thinking it over, 
or ’sleeping on it,’ or talking it over 
alone with husband or wife. In vbh^r 
words, they build up a bubble of at¬ 
tractiveness which they know the pin of

Public meetings were called 
tc discuss the problems facing each com¬ 
munity; these w re followed b\ the organi¬ 
zation of small study elms; then groups 
of associated study clubp were formed 
for economic action. 

Peginning in November, study clubs were 
organized at. the rate of 35 a week, j.t 
the end cf M rch, 1977, th« re were 778 
study clubs in action with 4300 members. 
Ciroulntinr libraries, newspaper articles, 
and a scries of radio programs intensified 
the work. 

Twenty-four credit unions, twelve co¬ 
operative buying clubs and two cooperative 
stores have already been established as a 
direct result of the program. A credit 
union law has been enacted. A number of 
cooperative production u its are being 
formed and another intensive education 
program launched for the.1937-38 season.

It was with much astonishment and regret that I noticed the item "Vh&t Price 
Medical Attention" over Mr. ,: cAchren’s name, in the Groenbelt "Cooperator" of 
January 12th. ray I say th*t Mr. MeAchron’s points are net well taken, for they 
arise, in the main, out of a misconception of the purposes of the proposed 
health plan.

The object is not solely one of moving a physician into "virgin territory". 
The problem is a more serious one, which would not be solved merely by having 
the physician within the town limits. It is a question - pure and simple - of 
how the citizens of Groenbelt can assure themselves of the most satisfactory 
medical care. 


It is common knowledge (susceptible to.proof) that medical tills too often 
impose a serious financial burden, without givin the patient any assurance that 
the care rendered was adequate- , It is common knowledge (also susceptible to 
proof) that despite the presence of medical facilities and despite personal 
knowledge that a doctor is needed, people do not seek necessary care, and the 
principal reason for such a condition is fear of the resulting bill. 

! T o individual knows when he- will be sick or what the cost will bo. He cannot 
budget illness, acting by himself, but in conjunction with others, the picture 
changes, for taking a group of people, it is both feasible an6: practical to 
put the costs of medical care- or; a budgstable basis, and thru this means, remove 
th-. principal deterrents c f the r< ceipt of adequate care-. 

The proposed plan in Creenbelt does this, are rots a step further, it provides 
the medical facilities for Groenbelt in such a way that the re will be every in¬ 
centive to render adequate and complete care , on tin part of the patient to seek 
it, end on the pert of the doctors to give it. 

After examining the type, of medical services given under ordinary circun- 
stances today, one fines that the preventive aspects of care are sadly neglec¬ 
ted, It is only under plans similar to that proposed in Groenbelt, that this 
most important aspect of medical servie can and is being given. The plan is 
more than a medical care plan. It is a. plan for health protection. 

” T ith regard to the- fear that the doctor will abuse his position, that is un¬ 
founded in experience. I imagine th- t Mr. UcAchr -n is employed on a salaried 
basis, and does not himself t°ke the attitude th? t h<- expects th*- doctor to take. 

I imagine that his opinion ir derived from r. misconception already mentioned. 

As to the matter of hpmo evils, mi; ht I say that they are not as frequent as one 
might might expect, and are minor o-xpenc s, in view of this fact, and also be¬ 
cause Groenbelt is a compact Community,

Mrs. Reed, the principal of the 
school, explained that the children 
learn from projects. When I visited 
the school, the project they were work¬ 
ing on was a store. With that as a sub¬ 
ject one can see how tho various sub¬ 
jects are correlated. Reading is neces¬ 
sary so that they can read the labels 
on the cans, the prices of food, etc,; 
drawing and building are necessary to 
construct the stores; arithmetic,-to be 
able to pay for what is bought and get 
the right change, -and so on. 

Some of the children, when asked 

whether they had learned arithmetic

that day, didn’t realize that they had 
done so. They were so engrossed in the 
project as a whole that they didn’t 
single out arithmetic as one of the 
things they had learned.
